Cape 
King himself was a conspicuous figure in ihe 
border Indian wars he 80 graphically de- 
scribes, and carries a crippled arm as a me- 
mento of them. Capt. King cOmes of a most 
distinguished family. His great grandfather, 
Rufus King, was one of the signers of the 
Constitution, for many years United States 
Senator from New York, and twice Minister 
at the Court of St. James.

D., was president of 
Columbia College. His father, Rufus King, 

was for several years Minister resident for 
the Pontifical States at Rome, and during 
the war was a brigadier general of volun- 
teers.

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A Beal Estate Man Gets Disgusted and 
Rebukes the Scholl Directors 


There came near being a fight at the 
close of the meeting of the School Board 
Wednesday night. ‘i 


Sam T. Rathell, the real-estate man, 
read the riot agt to the members of the 
board, and declared there were half a 
Gozen of them who were a disgrace to 
the city, to the board and to themselves. 

And finally as he passed through the 
door leading into the hall Rathell bumped 
against Director Hequembourg, who claims 
to be a very positive man, and shaking 
his fist in Hequembourg’s face reiterated 

; and said that he stood per- 
sonally responsible for what he said. 
Hequembourg didn’t want any of Rathell's 
war medicine. He waited until Ratheli’s 
voice began to die away in the descending 
elevator, and then remarked facetiously to 
President Brockman that he guessed Ra- 
ye 18 mad because he didn't get that 


Mr. Rathell had gone to the meeting as one 
of a delegation of citizens to protest against 
he -lavish expenditure of money for new 
hools, some of which are not needed, while 
the western par® of the city is sadly in need 
of several new schools and additional room 
in the old ones. He was incensed at the 
meaningless talk of several directors, who 
consumed a great deal of time without say- 
ing anything. Mr. Rathell was not given an 
opportunity to speak during the meeting, 
so he let go in this fashion as soon as the 
meeting adjourned: 

“Some of the members of this board are a 
dis ce to the city. You have acted shame- 
felly at this meeting to-night and nine- 
tenths of the people would applaud you if 
you jumped off the Mississippi Rivex bridge. 

“I am talking loud enough for all of you 
to hear me and you dare not contradict me. 
You are a disgrace to yourselves, to the citl- 
zens, to me and to everybody who hears me. 
I wouldn’t be a member of this board for 
$10,000 a year. I am ashamed for you. This 
is the kind of cattle we send to represent us 
in the School Board. No, I would not be 
one of you for $25,000 a year.“ 

Mr. Rathell emphasized’ every fourth or 
fifth word he said by pounding the top of 
the desk in front of him and each blow 
threatened to shatter it. President. Brock- 
man, after stepping from the chair, asked 
Rathell what Directors he referred to. 


“You know whol mean. You're all right; 


your decisions were fair and square. I am 
talking about the clique that has been try- 
ing to run this meeting to-night, and finally 
succeeded in adjourning this meeting with- 
out transacting the business before the 
board.”’ 

The remarks of the excited speaker were 
getting uncomfortably close to Hequem- 
bourg and he got curious enough to ask: 

“Why don’t you come out and say what 
you mean? Why are you not more defi- 
nite?’’ 

1 don’t know you, sir; never saw you be- 
fore, but if you'll step out here I'll show 
you right quick who I mean.“ 

Everybody made a rush for the door, ex- 
pecting a fight. Rathell shook- his finger in 
Hequembourg's face, but the latter was not 
inclined to resent either his actions or his 
words, and Rathell continued to fire red-hot 
accusations at him. 

“Every word I said *o you, sir, 
word I said in that room I mean. 
“Why don't you be more explicit?’ 5 

See here, sir,“ and Rathell shook ‘his dat 

under Hequembourg’s nose in the most em- 
phatic manner, “I don't believe you're in a 
gondition to understand what I say. What I 
said in there I meant for you, and you in 
particular. You’re a disgrace to Shis board 
and you ought not to have been allowed in 
the meeting. You above all others are the 
ona who ought to jump off the bridge.“ 

Well, —— if I don’t believe I'll go and 

no it,“ said Hequembourg excitedly. 
That's right. You'll do the public a 
service,“ retorted Rathell. “I’ve seen so 
much in the newspapers about your dis- 
graceful conduct that I came down to see 
if it were true. Such an outrageous out- 
pour of senseless babble and such disgrace- 
ful actions as characterized this meeting 
I never witnessed before in all my life. 
Why, down in Old Mexico, where the 
natives cannot read and write, the peons 
are treated better than you handle the 
citizens of St. Louis. For example, 
am a resident of the Dozier School district. 
We are taxed out there on the valuation of 
$60 a foot for property, and you men give 
our children school accommodations as if 
we were paying taxes on property worth 
only $5 a foot. I repeat half of you men 
would earn the applause of all St. Louis 
if vou would drop off the bridge.“ 
An effort was made to separate the two 
men, and as Rathell left he said: 
“You are a fine lot. Keep your word and

WICHITA FALLS. Tex., Feb. 27.—As 
foreshadowed in last evening’s Post@pis- 
patch, a speedy death was meted out to 
Foster Crawford and the Kid,“ the out- 
laws who robbed the City National Bank 
Tuesday afternoon and killed Cashier Dor- 
sey.

Deputy Sheriffs had been 
appointed, and public feeling seemed to 
have abated. 

Soon after the Rangers retired the funer- 
al of thé murdered Dorsey passed through 
the streets and thé word went from mouth 
to mouth that the alarm would be given at 
o' clock. 

At the appointed hour the flre-bell rang 
and people’ rushed from every nook and 
corner to the jail. District Judge Miller, 
Attorney R. E. Huff and District Attorney 
Carter were waiting for them.

NEW X RAY LAMP. 


It Is Prebable That Photographs May 
Be Taken Instantaneously. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Feb. 27.—F. L.Wood- 
ward of the Lawrence Scientific School at 
Harvard has devised a new ray lamp by 
means of which excellent cathodic radio- 
graphs have been obtained. The lamp is con- 
Aal in shape, with walls of sheet aluminum 

one of an inch in thickness. 

The rays pass through she aluminum 

_Yeadily, and with this lamp Mr. Woodward 

has obtained very clearly defined shadow- 

phs of the hand in five seconds from an 
duced current of only between 25,000 and

The base of the lamp is of solid glass fitted 
into the base of the aluminum cone with 
plaster of Paris and made air-tight. A me-

cathode pole into the lamp, and a platinum 
disc is fastened to the end of it, at such an 
angle as to be parallel to the lamp.

A WOMAN OF BRAINS. 


Rev. Anna ‘Shaw Talks About Mary 
Ellen Lease and Others. 


Rev. Anna Shaw of Philadelphia arrived 
in St. Louis from Carbondale, III., at noon 
Thursday. She went at once to dinner at 
the Planters’ Hotel. 

„Shaw, when asked by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter what she thought of Mary Ellen 
Lease having emtered the ministry, replied: 

“The ministry! Heaven help the congre- 
gation! However, I presume Mrs. Lease 
May succeeed in the ministry, although 
while in politics all her utterances seeemed 
to indicate violent antagonism to the 
church. Really, I have heard very little of 
Mrs. Lease of late yeaars, and had nol 
heard that she had abandoned politics for 
the pulpit.” 

The reporter asked Mrs. Shaw whom she 
considered: the brainiest woman of the time. 

hat is a very difficult question to an- 
wer,“ was the reply. “Opportunity plays 
an important part—bringing out the powers 
of men and women. However, I would say 
hat Mrs. Elizabeth Cady Stanton is one of 
the brainiest women of the time. I think that 
in the matter of a State paper she is the 
equal of any statesman. Her weakest work I 
believe to have been “The Woman’s Bible.’ 
This is probably explained by the fact mat

The bloomer seems to be the 
logical dress for me bicycle, as I believe 
skirts interfere with the enjoyment and 
make it dangerous.

When the vessel 
arrived at Honolulu a detail of soldiers 
went on aboard and searched for the young 
millionaire, but failed to,find him. He had 
arranged to make the trip, but altered his 
intentions on the day the steamer sailed. 
With such a serious charge hanging over 
his head it was believed Spreckles would 
not return to Hawaiian soil, and his unex- 
pected departure caused consternation 
among his friends. Spreckles will undoubt- 
ediy be arrested upon the arrival of the 
City of Peking.
